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God Demands Piety 








Carl M. Padgett. 
1. Every home is a little kingdom. 
The father is the king, the mother 


the queen and the children are the 
subjects, and they have all things in 
common. They share their joys and 
sorrows together. 

2. A nation is weak or strong ac- 
cording to the sanctity of the homes, 
therefore it is of vital importance 
that the sacredness of the home be 
not destroyed. What tenderness ling- 
ers around our hearts, also what sad- 
ness creeps over us as we look back 
to the time when we sat around the 
fireplace of the old home. They are 
sacred memories. Sometimes in our 
imaginations we like to roam _ over 
the hills of childhood. 

3. The training we receive in the 
home is the training which will fol- 
low us thru life, and it takes a strong 
character in the parents to adhere, 
without wavering in all things to that 
which is right in the home. Today a 
tight grip may be held on the child, 
especially after hearing a sermon on 
“Child Culture,” but the rest of the 
week the lives are thrown over the 
dashboard. 


4. In the very beginning, reverence 
should be taught in. the home. Cour- 
tesy and esteem between husband and 
wife will develop among the children. 
The children should be taught never 
to intrude on the rights of a brother 
or sister. Every request granted 
should be followed by a “thank you.” 
The individual belongings, no matter 
how trivial, should be looked upon as 
sacred by the rest of the children. 

5. To look upon the Deity with the 
greatest of reverence is the greatest 
schooling a child can receive. Teach 
them to never mention the name only 
with greatest of respect. This is a day 
when the Bible has become common. 
Make it appear in the eyes of the lit- 
tle one that it is God’s Holy Word. 
Would you feed the child one day and 
let it go without the next? Then 
persevere every day; not a day, not 
one, but what that little body and 
mind is going to grow, then feed it 
the right kind of growing material. 
If the little tender roots of the tender 
plant can not find moisture one way, 
they will reach out the other way. 
Fill the mind and heart with thoughts 
of the holiness of God; tell them that 
we belong to Him and that we must 
worship Him; that Jesus loves us and 
died for us. 

6. What would you think of a 
school teacher who neglected to assign 
lessons and hear them? Be sure that 
the life of the child is moulded more 
surely by your efforts than of the 
school teacher’s. Why then do you not 
devote a portion of every day to drill- 
ing the child in the lessons of piety? 
What is your excuse? Is it not worth- 
while? O you say, “We have family 
prayer regularly,” but this will not 
suffice for your children. Does the 
school teacher put the beginners on 
the multiplication table? Then you 
must come directly to where the child 
lives and have lessons devoted espe- 
cially for them. Every day one half 
hour devoted to drilling your children 
in the lessons of piety and virtue will 
count for eternity. Let nothing intrude 
or detract you from this sacred hour. 
Some time during the day, gather 
them around your knee, read some of 
the Bible to them and give them les- 
sons of devotion and piety, when they 
get back from school. You do not know 
their temptations they have been con- 
fronted with, but your prayers with 
them and lessons of love to them will 
help to put a hedge around them to 
Keep them. These are lessons of life, 
tell them the awfulness of taking the 
name of the Lord in vain and of lying 
and stealing. Gain the confidence of 
the child and they will open their 
hearts to you and tell you all things.

a hope that all profits would go to 
aid in the support of the children, 
which has been done. If you have any- 
thing like fruits, vegetables, clothing, 
anything that could be used in the 
homes, we certainly would appreciate 
it.

“For there is nothing covered that 
shall not be revealed, neither hid that 
shal not be known.” Luke 12: 2,3. 

“Therefore whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness shall be heard in 
the light, and that which ye have 
spoken in the ear in the closet shall 
be proclaimed upon the housetop.”

(Continued rrom page one) 
godly and that alt the mean and vile 
go there. So impress it on their minds 
till no teaching they may hear in their 
after life will be able to eradicate 
this truth from their hearts. Even a 
child will get under such conviction 
of sin till they will feel themselves 
sinking into darkness and despair, 
and in their childish faith they will 
cry out to Jesus, and Jesus will speak 
to them just as real as He would to 
any of mature age. 

8. And now for a lesson which is 
so much needed in these last days 
and yet neglected by the well meaning 
holiness or pentecostal people, a les- 
son so sacred and holy and yet debas- 
ed in the eyes of youth. A_ lesson 
which every mother leaves her child 
to learn from some other source and 
that source nine times out of ten is 
a misdirected or impure source. As 
the child is able to receive it, explain 
the origin of life, use the flowers for 
illustration. If you do not know the 
best way to approach the child, there 
are books written by people who have 
made these things a life study and you 
would do well to supply yourself with 
them, they will be worth their weight 
in gold to you. Teach the children the 
sacredness of virtue, impress it on 
their minds, tell them that God made 
them every bit holy, but that thru sin 
we are debased. Begin early, for when 
they are very young they will begin 
to investigate. Use wisdom for herein 
is a sin which is damning the world 
today. 

9. Do not give up, be everlastingly 
at it, there is nothing like holding on. 
As the little ones grow, you grow 
with them, you are moulding their 
lives for time and eternity, yeu are 
helping them to adorn the kingdom 
of God. You are making them to be 
angels to shine around the throne of 
God. One of them may be the angel 
Saint John saw flying in the midst 
of Heaven with the everlasting Gos- 
pel. ‘ 
‘ 10. And now the ery of the hour, 
“When will we be able to stop send- 
ing our children to public schools 
where they forget what they have 
learned around mother’s knee?” How 
many children who have been saved 
and even received the Holy Ghost but 
sometimes (though not always’ the 
case) they cause them to backslide 
and many of them never get back to 
the Lord. Better go to Heaven an il- 
literate than to hell a college profes- 
sor. But we must educate the chil- 
dren. God made the mind to grow and 
develop as well as the body and this 
should be encouraged every way pos- 
sible. Let us take the means of im- 
proving ourselves In every way we 
can. f 

10. Crime comes thru misappropri- 
ate education. Their intellectual fac- 
ulty has been directed in the wrong 
channel, but we wish to turn the 
rivers into channels which will turn 
the wheels that make for a blessing 
to the world. 

11. The law requires the parents 
to educate their children and the law 
was made for our good, then by all 
means send the children to school, but 
let us make up our minds that we are 
going to send them to a school where 
they will be taught how to serve God 
in the beauty of holiness. You say 
“That is what I have been longing 
for, but where will I send them?” 
When there is a will there is a way. 
There are two well known churches 
in the United States which will not 
send their children to any other school 
besides to a school of their own de- 
nomination. Pentecostal people waste 
enough on unnecessaries to have their 
own schools, and our own schools we 
should have. A church with a mem. 
bership of fifty could support a pas- 
tor and teacher for their children of 
that locality, and we have Holy Ghost 
teachers who would gladly teach a 
school of that kind. In every way we 
can, let us throw the right kind of en- 
vironments around the little ones.—

This is a copy of a letter sent to 
Lewis Merrit, and as I thought there 
might be others that believe all our 
sufferings are for our own disobedi- 
ence, I thought it good to send it to 
the Evangel for publication. 

“*Yea, and all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus, shall suffer persecu- 
tions. 2 Tim. 3:12. Suffer means to 
feel pain or punishment; to be in dis- 
tress; to endure loss or injury.

The husband 
has lost a good wife, the girls have 
lost a good mother and the Church 
has lost a faithful member. The fol- 
lowing was found written on a fly 
leaf of one of her old Bibles. It looked 
as if it had been written several years 
ago and had been retraced _ several 
times. “I was saved in the Fall of 
1901, was sanctified in the month of 
January 1909, was baptized with the 
Holy Ghost according to Acts 2:4, May 
1909. In 1911 was added to the Church 
of God where T will stay till Jesus 
comes or calls, for the dear Lord re- 
vealed to me that She is right.” To 
this was signed her name, “Anna 
Smithgall.” The funeral was preached 
by the writer and her remains were 
laid away in the Grand Lawn Ceme- 
tery to await the great resurrection. —
